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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After carefully reviewed the Applicant's arguments and newly amended claims in 
paper filed 12/20/05, and updated prior art of record, the Examiner finds that the 
Applicant's arguments and newly added limitations are reasonable and strongly 
persuasive. Therefore, they place the application in condition for allowance. The primary 
reason for the indication of the allowability of the above claims is the inclusion therein, in 
combination as currently claimed as a whole, of the limitation of the use of the IC 
including a combinational of logic paths with logic blocks of more than one cell type, 
wherein one of the cell types includes at least one FET tied off, and at least one layer in 
the one logic path having areas of contacted pitch shapes and areas of shapes spaced 
wider than the contacted pith. This limitation is found in the above claims and is neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
